Meuzies, left Hongkung on the 12th July, 
1866, with the Gun Boat Opossum, Lieut. 
Commander Mainwaring, ih search of pi- 
rates. 
and thenc’’ to Quan Chou Wan, on leaving 
which place on the 15th instant, the Osprey 
unfortunately got on shore, owin| 
stated to incorrectness in the chart supplied, 
but. being under. steam, with the assistance 
of thé Opossum, and the rising tide was-got 
off again without accident, hey then con- 
tinued their cruize to Hainan, searching se- 
veral Bays and Creeks, as well as overhaul- 
ing some Juinks met with at sea, but with- 
out success until the 18th instant when 
on goivg into Ty-Yu-Lin-Kan Bay -infor- 
mation was obtained that a number ‘of pi- 
ratical Junks were anchored at Sama or 
Samoy Bay. The O-prey immediately got 
under weigh and, followed by the QOpos- 
sum, steamed iu search of them.

cause prevented the Osprey from doing as 
much’ execution as'she otherwise would 
have, done it being impossible to get her.op- 
posite the mouth of the Creek there ‘being 
ouly 14 Fathom of | water. The fir 
ing was continued on both sides until 
3 P.M, when it was, determined to land 
and take the Village avd, Junks,—A 
party of about 60 men, Blue Jackets and Ma- 
rines, were accordingly landed from the 
two vessels, uuder the command of Com- 
mauder Menzies, accompanied by Mr 
Greet, Assist.

Tur two gunboats. Opossum and Osprer, 
have just returned from a crnize to Hai- 
nan, which they left on the 20th Instant.

Seventy 
pirates were killed, eight were made pri- 
soners—and the junksall destroyed.

Tue Pall Mall Gazette states that it 
is authoritatively asserted that the stop- 
page of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank 
was due to the transmission of a lying 
telegram to Bumbay.

I spoke to him on 
all subjects and always cot him perfectly 


rational, and the fact of keeping him in Hos- 
pital, where he is almost in perfect solitude, 
with his liberty controlled by Col Browne, 
is having a most perjudicial effect upon 
him, idleness leading him to contract ha- 
bits which are telling considerably upon 
his nervous system and daily more Hkely to 
become permanent. : 

Whereas had he his liberty-and simply re- 
stricted from duty for a short time, he would 
he able to associate freely with his friends 
and join in amusements to divert from his 
mind the unpleasant recvllections of the 
last three months, and’ his: nervousness 
would daily wear away ; for in the treat- 
ment of unsoundness of niind as_ in all ii 
nesses, the proximate and exciting cause 
thereof should always be borne in mind in 
the course adopted for ctire. z 

Gentlemen, in conclusion 1 wish to re- 
veive afew of the facts elicited in the ex- 
amination of witnesses during the sitting 
of this Court. The first is that I believe 
myself to be fully borne out in the state- 
ment I made concerning Staif Surgeon 
Woolfreyes, ivasmmch as Dr. Dick and Sur- 
geon Woolfreyes when cross examined by 
me stated they cannot detine or determine 
the nature of disease ‘* Visania,” for which 
Mr. Hyde is returned on the sick list, 
‘neither can théy explain what particular 
condition of mental unsoundness it de- 
‘notes or to what class. of .meutal diseases 
it belongs, and I therefore beg. respectfully 
to submit that ‘any Medical manu returniug 
a patient under the head of a disease which 
he cannot thoroughly explain and define 
shows unquestionably 4 great want of judg- 
ment. And the Medical Regulations pages 
106 and 107 distinctly direct Medical Of 
ficers when designating the various forms 
of mental urisounduess, to do so in accord- 
ance with the noinenclatuye therein laid 
~down and where each form of. insanity is 
distinctly defined. And I believe it to be 
the ‘‘ usage ”.of the service to comply with 
those instructions, aud I peg therefore to 

“repeat that my statement was not an un- 
founded one. 

T beg to be allowed to draw the attentiou 
of the Court to a statemeut made by Col. 
Browne iu Court, when asked by me if he 
had complied with the recommendations 
contained in my letter of the 30th wtimo 
respecting Mr Hyde, he stated that he had, 
received no letter from me containing auy 

“representations but simply a copy of one I 
had sent to the principal Medical Officer or 
words to that eifect. . 

Whereas Gentlemen if you will ‘kindly. 
refer. to the letter in question you will see 
that it is addressed to the adjutant for the 
information of Col. Browne. Now what 
construction cau be put on my sending that 
letter. to the Adjutant but the simple one 
that 1 did so with a view of having my re- 
commendations carried out, as Col. Browne 
is perfectly well aware that it is neither 
essential-nor customary for ine to send hiny 
copies of the letters I address to:the prin- 
cipal Medical Officer, and also that it is on- 
ly the. standing orders of the Battalion 
that direct me to communicate with him 
at all ou such a matter, as there is nuthing 
to that effect in the Queen’s Regulations. 
And’ all the paragraphs in the Queen’s aud 

- Medical Rey ulations referred to by the 
Prosecutor in support of his Authority, I 
submit in:no way bear wpon the subject, 

. but apply simply to the discretionary power. 
invested in a Cominanding Oficer to 
maintain tue discipline of the Service 
cand to decide whether he will or will not 
comply with the recommendations made by 
the Medical. Officer regarding any ‘Sanitary 
measures effecting the troops generally, but 
they in no way tefer to patients in Hospital 
or sick individually, Aud thouyh I omitted, 
unintentionally, to send a. mémorandum 
until directed tu do so by the Adjutant in 
conformity with the Battalion standing 
orders, uuder the circuustances of the case, 
aud kuowing I had the concurrence of the 
Principal Medic..l Officer one would imagine 
Col. Browne would be only too glad: to 
carry oiltany professional recummendations 
Imade which might tend to the reestablish 
ment of Mr, Hyde’s health. And as stated 

. by the Principal Medical Officer in evidence 
before the Court, when I asked him if he 
ever knew an instance of a Commanding 
Officer refusing to comply with the profes- 
signal recommendations of the Surgeon of 
a Regt. in a vase similar to Mr. Hyde’s, he 
replied ‘ he never knew au instance,” 

But unfortunately there has been a great 
want of cordiality and good feeling exist- 
ing between Colonel Browne, and myself 
for the last 10 months especially, during 
which time we have never willingly had 
any intercourse except officially. And I 
cannot but think it is owing to the unfriend- 
liness that exists. between us that I was 
placed under arrest upon such charges, and 
I firmly believe many of my acts aud mo- 
tives have been misconstrued aud the 
carrying out of my professional duties ren- 
dered unpleasant. My reason for making 
this statement is that I consider it essential 
the Coupt should see clearly the terms 
upon Which the Prosecutor and myself 

-staid. And I find I am _ perfectly, jus- 
tified in remarking in my defence the mo- 
tives ‘by which the Prosecutor may appear 
to me to have been influenced: 

In Dr. Dick’s letter'of the 11th instant, 
addressed to the Act. Deputy Assistant Ad- 
jutant General, together with those aldres- 
sed to me of the’SUth ultimno and of the 4th 
and 10zh instant, asalso from his evidence 
given before this Court when he stated “1 
do not see the fact of the Board sitting al- 
tered his position in any way as the prisun- 
erwas treating Dr. Hyde and received.no 
instructions from the Board.” 

It will be clearly seen that I have the 
justification and concurrence of the Princi- 
pal Medical Officer in having discharged 
Mr Hyde fruin the sick list, and it is ne- 
cessary forme to sey anything further not 
on the subject of the third charge, ¢ 

There are soine letters [ would have co- 
pied in full in this-my defence, but to which 
T have anly been able tu allude as, uufortu- 
nately, I did uot keep copies of them and 
Col. Browne refised tu sanction my having 
the Hospital letter book to copy from. 

Trusting you will give the whole. mat- 
ter your miture consideration. Firstly 
whether the statement I unfortunately 
made concerning Surgeon Woolfreyes is 
founded vr not. 

Secondly am I to blame in any way for 
my urgently reiterated recommendations 
not having been carried out, and lastly am 
1 not perfectly justitiel im. adopting any 
course of treatment I consvientiously con- 
sidered necessary for the reestablishufent 
of my patient’s health.

Tue Court Martial on Dr. Woodward 
has at last closed it’s proceedings and we 
now feel at liberty to make some cum- 
meuts.on the case. 

In a day or two we shall doubtless 
know the verdict and what’ that ver-. 
dict will be is, we opine, very clear, in: 
vur Jast night's issue we gave the defence 
in jull so that our readers can nuw judge 
of the frivolous matter which has, taken 
so long to investigate, the prisoner hav- 
ing gone fully and clearly into each charge. 

‘Our readers may. perhaps be some- 
what. surprised to hear that, notwithstand- 
ing the protest entered by - the. prisuuer 
respecting the Prosecutur’s reply; the Court 
wluwed. it to be read. From what we” 
can learn the Prosecutor not only reite- 
rated’ the charges. attempting to prove 
they were simply matters of discipline, 
but he,also went very fully imo the 
first charge, ‘the one upon whigh we 
should imagive he is least capuble of 
giving an opinion. And-here we can- 
not but, remark upon. what seems to us 
somewhat strange, that in an enquiry 
fif this sort, when the Prisoner is a Medical 
mun and where the offences charged are 
all more or less of a professional nature, 
not wsingle Medical Officer was a member 
of the Court, which was composed (with but 
two exceptions) of tnéen who. are Coni- 
manding Officers, or who, in the ordinary 
course of events expect to becume so. , 

‘Lhe Prosecutor was also (we are as- 
tunished to hear) allowed to read « letter 
purporting to have come from the Horse 


Commanding .at the station, but by the 

‘edical profession generally. For several 
months hack there has been a scarcity of 
Candidates for the Army Medical Depart-

Martial have 
not been published, I have heard the par- 
ticulars of them and they are, iu my opi- 
nion, qnite as.trivinl as those uow prefer- 
red against that Oificer, Major General 
Guy who is invested with the adiministra- 
tion of all Military matters in China and 
Japan could hardly have made the ueces- 
sary investigation before hd permitted this 
Officer being brought to trial—So absurd 
are’ the charges that the general opinion 
entertained in the Colony is that the-sta- 
tement made. by Dr Woodwardiu his de- | 
fence is correct. It is quite apparent for 
some rexson: or other there must be a great 
animosity towards Dr Wovodwardson the 
part of some one.. Of vourse opinions as to. 
its cause are vary varied but I have heard 
of one which seems to have grounds. 

Mr Hyde is supposed to be mentally de- 
ranged, and is, it appears the Officer who

CHEFOO. 
[From 4 CORRESPONDENT. } 
. Most painiul news has just been received 
from the Kingdom of Corea, On the 7th 
instant, a Gorean junk with the French 
tricolor at one of the mast heads, was ob- 
served entering the hdrbour. It brought 
the Revereud Abbe Ridel, Catholic DLi- 
asionary, and eleven Corean Christians, who 
have fled from that country on account of 
the persecution now raging there by order 
of the father of the King, against the Chris- 
tian churches: Mr Ridel. reports that in 
the month'of February last, the King re- 
ceived intelligence that the Russians had 
erossed his frontier, aud that they were 
holding intercourse with his subjects. At 
the aame time the Corean embassy in China 
informed their sovereigh that the Chinese 
had murdered two Catholic missicvaries, 
and that it would be well to imitate this 
example. , Upun this, a general order was 
issued to apprehend-all the Catholic Mis- 
sionaries (there being no other Missionaries) 
and to exterminate the. Christains, ,. Two 
Freuch bishops and seven priests were ar- 
reated, and after having been cruelly tor- 
tured were beheaded. As a special favor a 
request by some of the missionaries . to be 
executed on Good Friday, was acceded to. 
Only three Catholic priests remained, and 
they managed to hide theniselves: in’ the 
mountains. They determined that one of 
their-number-should endeavour to reach 
‘the coast, and come to this port for the 
purpose of asking the protection of the 
French Government for those who.remain- 
ed. Mr Ridel was selected by his con- 
freres for'the task, and it was ouly in obe- 
dience to the united judgement ot his bro- 
ther priests, that be parted from them, and 
came on his pfesent errand. He describes 
the devastation committed on the Christian 
church of the Corea as appalling.  Oue 
town, nearly all Christians, were ordered 
to renounce the faith. Many were mar- 
tyred ; others fled, and the greatest conster- 
nation prevaila. The Pagan population 
are averse to the persecution, but they are 
too weak to resist. There were at the be- 
ginning of this year about fifty thousand 
Catholic Christians in the kingdom of 
Corea. The two priests. who survive, if 
. they can escape the researches of the King’s 


» soldiers will try to keep alive the faith un- 


til fresh missionaries arrive ; but they have 
Jost everything. The library which existed 
in the capital city containing many Corean 
books and especially two dictionaries of the 
Corean language, compiled by the French 
missionaries with the labour of twenity-live 
years continual application, together with 
the printing establishment and waterial for 
publishing bovks in the Corean language, 
have all been destroyed. The loss to the 
science of. languages incurred .by the cle- 
atruction of the above named dictionaries is, 
it is feared, irreparable. All the si ered 
vessels for celebrating the licly sacrifice of 
the mass have been destroyed by the King’s 
orders, and the Christian church in the 
Corea is threatened with destruction. At 
the time Mr Ridel left, the persecution had 
momentarily ceased, as the King found tinat 
it interfered with the harvest of the crops ; 
but orders have been given to resume the 
work of extirpating the Christians in the 
‘approaching autumn. z 
Mr Ridel left. this by the Nanaing for 
Tientsin, in order to see the French. Admi- 
ral, who is’ there at present, and it is ex- 
pected that a French vessel of war will be 
sent’ tothe Corea to demand reparation.
